New York. May 6th 

The Herald's Richmond dispatch shows 
a terrible state of impoverishment. which 
the people of Virginia have been re- 
duced by the rule of rebel military. 
Thousands of the inhabitants of Rich- 
mond, Petersburg, and the surrounding 
country, are preserved from starvation 
by the supplies of food which the United 
States Commissaries have furnished them. 
Strong desires are expressed for the re_ 
moval by the Government of all restric: 
tions on trade. not contraband of war. 
so that facilities may be afforded for the 


towns and rural districts. at present. the 
farmers are generally without imple 
ments and seeds necessary to do the 
planting. and unless these can be speedi- 
ly procured, there will be no crops in 
the State this season. 

It is understood that the army of the 
James, commanded by Gen. Ord, con 
sisting of the 24th and 25th corps, will 
remain in Virginia for the present. I 
is said the 25th corps. consisting of eul- 
ered truops. will go into camp at City 
Point. A portion of the army of the 
Potomac was expected to pass through 
Richmond on Thursday, or yesterday, 
on the way to Washington. 

The principal eitizens and local offic- 
erg.at Richmond are rapidly coming for 
ward to the Provost Marshal 8 office and 
taking the oath of allegiance Among 
others Who have-subscribed to it, is Ma 
yor Mayo, Judge Lyon, Littleton and 
Tazwell, prosecuting Attorney.
